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On 10 April 1932, the iain Administration of Cement Industry was subdi-
vided into "Glavtsentrnisement” (Main Acdulnistration of Cement Industr: - the
Central Regions) aisd 'Glavvostoktsement" (Main Administration of Cemen® Indus-
try of the Eastern egions), including plants in the Volga regior, Urul., Si-
beria, Far East, and Central Asia.(3)

By decree of the Supreme Soviet USSR, dated 15 March 1946, the People's
Commissariat of Construction Materials Industry was changed into the Ministry
of Construction Materiuls Industry USSR.(4)

A number of special trusts were formed during 1951 to improve the orgeni-
zation of work connected with the introduction of new techniques and technical
a8id to enterprises in various branches of the construction materials industry.
All-union trusts were organized within the system of the following main admini-
strations: under "Glavtekhsteklo," the "Orgsteklo” Trust, to service the glasa
industry; under "Glavshifer," the "Orgshifer" Trust, to aid the slate and roof-
ing industry; under "Glavsantekhprom,” the "Orgsantekhprom” Trust; and under
“Glavnemetrud,” the "Orgnemetrud” Trust. In addition, a epecial all-union trust
was to be organized for the automatization of production processes and the 2d-
Justment of testing and measuring instruments. The duties of the new trusts
incluce the adoption of new techmnological processes, the introduction of jm-
proved types of machinery, odjustments in the operation of basic machinery,
introduction of completed scientific research work as well as tested inven-
tions and inmovations into production, and organization of the exchange of work
experience,.(2h)

The cement industry has a number of regional trusts, including "Novo-
rosstsement” (Novorossiysk Cement) Trust (17), "Ukrtsement" (Ukrainian Cement)
Trust, and "Uraltsement" (Urel Cement) Trust.(27) The "Orgtsement" Trust super-

vises the introduction of new. techniques and gives technical aid to cement
plants.(13) :
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Other trusts under the Ministry of Construction Materials Industry USSR in-
clude "Soyuzstromzapchast'" Trust (All-Union Trust for the Production of Spare .
Parts and Equipment) (28) and "Soyuzvzryvprom" Trust (All-Union Trust for Drill-
ing and Blusting Operations). The duties of the latter trust include the plan-
ning and performing of drilling and blasting operations in various bronches of
industry, mining of quarries and underground mines » and damolition of buildings
and foundations.(29)

"Glavproyekt” (Main Planning Administration) supervises several state
planning institutes, including "“iprogips" (State Institute for Planning and
8clentific Research in the Gypsw. Industry), "Giprostroymaterialy" (State In-
stitute for Planning Construction Materials Enterprises), vhich was formerly
called "Soyuzstromproyekt" Trust (All-Union Trust for Planning Construction
Materials Enterprises) but was recently reorganized into the above-named in-
stitute (16); and "Giprotsement" (Stete Institute for Planning Cement Industry
Enterprises), the director of which is Yu. Lur ‘ye.(l%)

Republic Ministries

In addition to the Ministry of Construction Materials Industry USSR, every
Soviet republic has its own Minis:ry of Construction Materials Industry.

The Ministry of Construction Materials Industry R3FSR has the following
main regional administrations: 'Glavural," which includes the Urals and the
Volga region, "Glavtsentr," which includes northern, western , and central re-
glons {5), "Glavvostok" (Siberia and Far East) (21}, and "Glavyug" (south and
